Rocher, U. S. A., May 3.—A fire in Leroy to-night destroyed Matthews and Co.’s 
large malt house and contents. Loss, $200,000; covered by insurance. 

SuniivaN, Mien. May - Forest fires ignited this town yesterday, and burned a 
large portion of it. Loss $30,000. Twenty-five families are rendered homeless and

A GREAT many people who are, in general, well disposed Wit 1 es 
word and work, are unable to understand how there can be much, if any 
good, found among the Latter-day Saints, since they are “everywhere spoken 
against.” To them the idea seems preposterous that the true Church of 
Christ could be reviled and misrepresented by the inhabitants of this world 
for whose happiness and blessing the Church is designed. They seem to 
think that an institution which is wholly divine must carry with it auch an 
influence and power, that every individual, who comes within its reach, must 
be constrained to acknowledge its heavenly origin, and, of course, tremble. at 
the very thought of opposing it, or of vilifying ite character. These good 
people, however, are most grossly deceived, and a careful consideration of — 
facts in the case will bring them to a realizing sense of this trulun. 

We all understand that whenever the true Church of Ohrist bas n 
existence upon the earth, it has represented the power and authority of God. 
We learn, also, from the Revelation of St. John that, after the war in beaven, 
and the expulsion of the devil and his angels therefrom, he and his hosts 
betook themselves to this earth in great wrath. Thus we find two powers 
here, the one representing all that is good, and the other all that is evil. 
These two powers or forces can not harmonize, They could not do it in 
heaven, and it is useless to expect them to be at peace on earth. The Church 
of Christ is not too sacred for the devil to assail, since he dared to make war 
in heaven and upon God Himself. Just as soon as we admit that Satan is 
engaged in a warfare against the Church, and what Christian does not, ‘we 
practically acknowledge that its misrepresentation and vilification is inewi- 
table. This we may, of course, infer from our knowledge of the true char- 
acter of the devil; but further than this, the circumstances of the case allow 
the arch-fiend no alternative. In no other way or manner can his warfare be 
carried on. If he speaks the truth about God and His people and institu- 
tions, he transforms himself at once into a defender of the faith. He then 
occupies the position of a missionary who is laboring, by his representations 
of the purity of the principles ot the Church, and of their good, effects When 
practically applied, to build it up in the earth, and make it acceptable in the

Church, his operations must be conducted on the principles of falsehood and 
vituperation. Withont these there can be no warfere against God. 

Such being the facts so far as Satan himself is concerned in the matter, we 
can easily discern that all those who espouse his cause must also fight with 
the same weapons. It need occasion no surprise on our part to find a great 
many people whom we. naturally suppose have been quite good engaging in 
the devil’s business. If nothing of the kind had ever been known or heard of 
before, this proposition might seem wild and unfounded; but when we are 
told that Satan prevailed on one-third of the pure angels of heaven to engage 
in a rebellion; against God, the partial or even total corruption of a great 
many well meaning people on this earth seems to come about on something 
like general principles, That Satan has succeeded wonderfully in his efforts 
on this earth to induce people in all ages to misrepresent the cause of God, 

and those who uphold it, is very evident from the records of sacred history. 
Nothing has been too sacred and holy to escape the vilification of the liar and 
blasphemer—nothing too pure to be unsullied by his unhallowed touch. 

The Church. itself in early days constituted “a sect everywhere spoken 
against” (Acts xxviii, 22). From this scripture it is evident that the warfare 
against the early Christians in their communal capacity was conducted on 
the principles of falsehood and misrepresenta‘ion. As the people of God 
numbered among themselves the best and purest men and women then in 
existence, and yet were “spuken against,” they were simply lied about. 
There was no way in which to excite popular prejudice and animosity against 
them but by the circulation of untruths. But we notice particularly that the 
Church was “everywhere” spoken against. All classes and conditions of 
society took up and repeated the foul slanders uttered against the people of 
God, The criminal elements bandied about among themselves tales of vice 
and corruption which were alleged to be common in the midst of the Saints. 
The heathen, sunk in idolatry, told marvelous stories of the fanaticism and 
superatition said to be chargeable against the worshipers of Jehovah. The 
undisguised hypocrite; who loved to stand praying in public places, and to 
make an outward show of his piety, proclaimed against the new sect as sub- 
verters of all true religion; No doubt there were many good people, as the 
world goes, then living, but they were not above joining in the hue and cry 
against God's Church. The boor and the philosopher, the fool and the sage, 
the uncultured and the refined, had at last found one bond of union, which 
was falsehood. What a time that was. In the hoyel, home and palace; in 
the nursery, school and academy; in halls of justice and theatres of pleasure,— 
“everywhere” went forth the cry, Down with the Obristians!” 

There are many good people who think the “Mormons” cannot be the elect 
of God because they are, as already admitted, “everywhere spoken against.“ 
But let such people:ask themselves what they would have done had they 
lived in the days of the early Church, vilified as it was. Doubtless just what 
they are doing now under precisely like conditions. They would have 
rejected the truth because it was misrepresented; but such a course then 
would have cost them the salvation of their souls. — oe

‘that whereas they speak against you as evildoers” eta: (1 Peter, 1 k #8) 
this instance the charge of wickedness is general; but on other-cceasions the 
allegations were more specific. From Acts xvii, 7, we learn that the Chris- 
tians were accused of going “contrary to the decrees’ of Ossar, saying that 
there is another king, one Jesus.” No doubt they did represent Ctiriatdea 
King; but if this charge against them had been true in the sense in which it 
was intended, the followers of the Savior would have been guilty of a revolu- 
tionary design against the authorities of Rome. But no one imagines for a 
moment that the early Saints ever entertained any treasonable yiews or pur- 
poses against any earthly government; for the books of the New Testament 
are full of exhortations to obedience to all lawfully-constituted authority. 
This charge was, therefore, false like 
suffering and friendless people. 
It is worthy of note that history sopents iteelf eee des 
just mentioned. The Latter-day Saints have been published far and 
wide as being un-American—as a people whose traditions and uym- 
pathies are inimical to republican institutions, who are, in fabt, at heart 
rebellious against the Government of the United States, and animated with 
treasonable designs concerning it. Yet, the writings of the Church which 
are received by the “Saints” as their guide in faith and practice are very 
explicit in commanding them to uphold and sustain the government of: the 
country in which they may reside, and their history proves conclusively that 
they are law-abiding. It is not more strange that falsehoods evticerntig the

| daly win the ancient in its ‘capacity 
and maligned ; but the principles themselves upon which it was founded did 
not escape the pdisonous tongue of the falsifier. It is recorded: in Acta:xiz,'9, 
that the “way,” or the Gospel of Christ, was evil spoken of. So also ia 
chapter xxiv, 14, Paul is represented as saying to Felix: “But this I eorifess 
unto thee, that after the way which they call heresy, so worship I the God of 
my fathers, believing all things which are written in the law and the 
prophets” The pure and unadulterated Gospel of Jesus Christ was ancieatly 
looked upon as “heresy,” and, consequently, a very dangerous system of 
doctrines. The Apostle has very clearly set forth the cause why u thus 
became odiaqus in the sight of the popular veligionists of thoes times. He 
said he worshipped God “believing all ‘things which are written in the law 
‘and the prophets.” An orthodoxy which was apostate could uot! tolerate 
such a faith as that, much leas a worship which was founded upon it, wad the 
true religion of heaven was proclaimed heretical. Here we find the principle 
of falsehood aguin comes to the front to do service in the cause against God, 
and the same lying tactics are pursued in these later tima.

This testimony is as strong as it can be made by the word of God, ‘and so 
easily read that none need fail to understand its meaning, and those who do 
not profit by it, must expect to experience the displeasure vs the Almighty 
whose long-suffering has a limit.
